T appears, from what experts in such matters 
now say, that jazz has really "arrived." More 
than that it has been crowned as a musical 


fact 
Of course, if you are a highbrow you arc 


shocked. But civilization, or at least the per- 
petual effort toward civilization, is just one shock 
after another. 


First the highbrows were shocked at the recog- 


nition of ragtime. They pointed out contemptu- 
ously that syncopation wasn't new at all—that 
Liszt had used it in his Hungarian rhapsodies 
.and that other composers had dallied with it in 


their playful (and not quite proper) 
moods. 
It hurt their feelings dread- 


fully that "rag" should be recognized 
as something more than simple syn- 
copation with a quality in it very 
hard to write in musical notes, and 
moreovsr, that it was America's con- 
tribution to distinctive music. 
They 


were willing to have the biggest com- 
posers recognize the distinctive waltz 
of Spain, the quite different empha- 
sized first beat waltz of Germany, the 
mazonrka of Poland, and the rhap- 
sodic whimsicality of Hungary—all 
peasant inventions, all wild, free- 
grown musical slang. 
But it went 


hard that America should produce 
anything original that wasn't original 
at the top. 
Unfortunately 
most 


original, flavorsome, distinctive things come up 
from below and not down from "above." 


Well, then came "jazz." What is jazz? Who'll 


take the responsibility of saying what it is? Who 
in Austria's musical academies, for example, 
could have told what was the peculiar, different 
something in the Second Rhapsody? Walter J. 
Kingsley, who is quoted as an authority, says 
that "jazz" is supersyncopation. That's a mouth- 
ful. 
And jazz is an earful. Just a plain out- 


sider might say that the new jazz element was 
* sliding note. 
Consequently it can't be played 


truly except by the aid of an instrument capable 
of a sliding note—like the trombone or the saxo- 
phon*. 
But there is another distinctive element, 


the sudden halt, as if the band had stubbed its 
to* and all hands came tumbling back into step 
Again as soon as they could. This accentuates 
the "rap" feature which gets much of its dance 
fascination from the effect of permitting the 
danct lUflf to take many of th« initial beats, 
having the orchestra ai a kM of accompaniment. 


The jazz dancer, the specialist in this sublim- 


ated form of rag, naturally came with the de- 
velopment of jazz music itself. 
He—and she— 


have blossomed in the cabarets. 


Then Europe got it. 
Europe had already 


gone hysterical in its time over rag. 
The kings- 


who-once-were giggled over It. Duchesses danced 
It. Now they have jazz. 
"Do you jazz?" has 


become n popular greeting. One cable dispatch 
says: 
"London goes mad in revelry of Jazz." 


"I have never in all my years of experience been 
as busy as I am now," one of the best known 
dancing teachers in London said recently. "I have 
more pupils in classes and for individual instruc- 
tion than I have ever had, more applications from 
pupils than I can possibly accept. 
The majority 


of my pupils are women and girls, but I Jiavc« 
plenty of young officers and even middle-aged 
officers who try hard. They all want to learn 
the latest dance, the jazz, and any variations 
upon it." 
You would think to hear the descrip- 


tions that all London was in a kind of jazz de- 
lirium. 
Make all due allowance for artistic ex- 


aggeration. "All London" means about the same 
as "All New York" or "All Pittsburgh" or "All 
St. Louis.' 


Nevertheless, jazz has arrived. 
II has caught 


the fancy of the worldft Jimmy Europe's jazz 
band really made a tremendous hit on the other 
side. When the "Hell Fighters" of the Fifteenth 
Infantry marched up Broadway, New York, on 
their return from the front, the great fact abou*, 
the 
famous colored 
contingent was Jimmy 


Europe's jazz band up at the head of the line. 


When ja?.7, is played by an orchestra and not 


by a simple band, the person whom James Whit- 
comb Rjley called "the little man in the tin shop" 
is an exceedingly important unit. 
He plays the 


bass drum (with his foot), the snare drum, the 
"bones," the bell, the triangle, the cowbells, the 
locomotive whistle and other nameless accessories. 
0 yes! he is busy. 
And he always seems to have 


most of the fun. Most people, I fancy, feel as 
Riley the poet felt—they would like to take a 
short turn at being "the Sitt'e man In the tin 
^shop." He is the humorist of orchestration—It 


is he who puts in the point of the joke. 


An enthusiastic writer from abroad states

It is very differ- 
ent from that in vogue among the Hindu 
neighbors and in comparison is simple 
to the verge of plainness. And yet it i ; 
picturesque and frequently charming .• 
symbolical. 


The soothsayers and the a-strologers 


are visited and consulted by the par- 
ents of. the bride- and .the bridegroom- 
to-be. If these declare t h.U the mar- 
riage is lucky, and that it will be at- 
tended with happiness, the two families 
ask that the wise men set a day which 
•will be auspicious. 


On thus lucky day the families of the 


contracting parties meet. To the father 
of the bride is given a present of honey 
and curds-, z. ring and flowers sprinkled

1IARLES BECKBK, atlas 
"The Dutchman," was 
the greatest forcer the 
world has ever suffered 
from. Unlike many others 
who emulated him in the 
utterance of " q u « e r 
paper." however, Becker 


mrnbined with his incredible skill as a 
Penman tho adventurous daring of a 
thief who would take chances In tight 
places. 


Hts was the associate and kingpin of 


every "layer down" of spurious securi- 
ties, bank notes and instruments in 
America and Europe during his genera- 
tion. In Ivan Stscovttch's saloon under 
t!-e old Booth Theater, the International 
rendezvous ofi hank swindlers, counter- 
feiters, forgers and confidence men, 
Becker was a. "star," taking- on the airs 
tifii affectins Hie superiority of a popu- 
lar stage idol, a champion pugilist, or 
.it:y of those notables who draw social 
prestipe in accord with their profes- 
sional genius. 


Becker had been a designer and 


etcher, employed by a bank note firm, 
imported from Germany because he had 
distinguished himself as an artist of 
clearest wuter at the designing of com- 
j.K-x currency plates. The accuracy of 
ha pen strokes was absolute in form and 
w-.ght Of lines. When he worked he 
ievealed the touch of an Angelo. His 
hand was of eiderdown when need be, 
his wrist was so steady that his most 
infinitesimal characters never deviated, 
one from the other, to the eitent of a 
fraction of a ha.r. His eye for colors 
was unerring- 
He could match Inks 


down to the classification by number of 
some 2M degrees of black, alone. 


Becker was the only man known to 


record who couVi forge a currency bill 
fr-fhand with such perfection that It 
would oass after microscopic scrutiny. 
Hi did this msuy times, using a set of 
dozens of pens and a camel's hair 
brush. He could make a replica of a 
treasury note thus In six hours- An 
rv2n more amazing masterpiece of for- 
gery was the duplication of a printed 
form of a bond, entirely by hand, copy- 
ing sftals, lettering, -watermarks, signa- 
tu.-es and all other items. 


\dtied to this he had perfected many 


pricessBS for the treatment of various 
zr ides and styles of paper to Imitate 
j»e -fectly, by chemical action, heat and 
nil brushes, i symptoms of wear 
and 


ic.-.r, ase, creasing arid other elements. 
ro'fufred to make a forged document 
loi k natural and disarm suspicion. Re- 
irn mber that all such papers are always 
•".-..nlned with skeptical survey. uHually 
Iiv experts In banks or at windows 
wl ere eyes have been trained to detect 
mtrnite flaws or Irregularities. 


Hiven a piccp of naked white print 


p.Vwr. Jicckftr could copy a news story, 
r.thiOinjr headlines, column rules, te«- 
po/nt or even smaller type through tho 


body of the item and turn out what 
anyone might have unhesitatingly ac- 
cepted as a, "clipping"' from a news- 
paper. For ghastly accuracy this feat, 
has never b«en surpassed. 


As for reproducing signatures, that 


was child's play for the Dutchman. 


Becker took tremendous pride in his 


ability. He trained Incessantly to keep 
his eye sharp, bis fingers flexible, his 
wrist steady. He wasn't above "show- 
ing off." and was known to assemble 
an admiring crowd about him as he toot 
a bit of plain white paper, -which he 
colored rapidly with Inks, and made a. 
2-cent postage stamp of it in half an 
hour. 


Criminologlsta know that forgers, as 


a class, have common characteristics, 
one of which is a disinclination In the 
men who utter the false paper to risk 
any hand in the handling of It at the 
point of its negotiation into money. A 
forging gang is generally a trio ar- 
rangement, though, of course, it may 
compose more than three individuals. 
I3ut these are divided into three sub- 
divisions of the process of defrauding 
honest men with dishonest documents— 
the forger, the "layer down" and the 
middleman. 
The 
middleman 
is, 
of 


course, a thief, but oftentimes is a man 
who, himself, has never either written 
another man's name to anything or 
with his own hand exchanged bad paper 
tor good money. He is the intermediary 
who plans with tho forger on one hand 
and 
the 
man who lays down or 


"pushes" the forger's product on the 
other. Of the spoils, though many ar- 
rangements have been made contem- 
plating varied percentages, the forger 
as a rule gets 40 per cent and the other 
two 3i) each. Of course, some forgeries 
are not diffcult, such as simply copy- 
ing a signature to a bank check or a 
promissory note, but when bonds must 
be created out of nothing but a nickel's 
•worth of paper, the penman earns the 
lion's "divvy." 


Many noted instances of forgery fn 


which men were taken In the. act of 
offering spurious paper have failed to 
reveal the Identity of the men who 
made it 
This is due- to the middleman 


system. The layer down frequently does 
not even know who did the art work 
which he is offering at a. bank wiudorw. 
This was the case In the Instance of 
the young nephew of Adam Worth, the 
master thief, whose arrest In Paris 
brought about the contingency which 
suggested 
the 
theft 
of the 
Gains- 


borough. Either Becker or "Little Jo°'' 
Klliott, both of whom were forgers In ' 
the "mob" of -which Worth -was the, 
middleman, had penned the "phoney" 
letter of credit which the prisoner bad 
in his hand. 
But neither was ever 


charged with it 


Many forgers never associate with 


rrooks in hangouts, of their kind. Some 
hold honest positions with engraving 
companies, 
continuing 
their regular 


occupations and dealing crtnlnally only 


by way of their middlemen, who order 
forgeries as many brokers and jobbers 
order other kind's of merchandise, to 
supply likely demand. 


But Becker was a thief In his heart 


and loved the atmosphere, the peri), the 
thrills, and the adulation of his fellows. 
Therefore, 
though 
wise heads 
like 


Worth pleaded with him to remain In 
neeluslon. the artist In his garret, the 
Dutchman insisted on touring -with the 
gangs, "cutting in on" the "lays," and 
exposing hlmseJf to arrest He served 
several terms in prison, notably one In 
Ludlow street jail, for offering one of 


was poured out and stood there, when 
some one else, crowding in to shake 
Becker's hand, 
clumsily 
upset 
the 


glass, spilling the liquor on the "bill." 
That was a possibility which had es- 
caped the Dutchman's careful anticipa- 
tory calculations. 
The alcohol caused 


his Inks to "run," and a moment later 
:L bartender had Becker by the collar. 
It was not proven that he had made 
tho counterfeit, only that he had laid It 
down; technically lie had not even "of- 
fered" it, as he had to that moment 
but placed it on the bar. 
So Becker 


escaped the federal penitentiary, 
but 


his own hundred dollar 
hand-made 


bank notes, and one in Smyrna, Tur- 
key, together with Elliott, Siscovitch, 
Joe Chapman and others of the most no- 
torious band of forger}' swindlers in 
history. 


The hundred dollar bill episode has 


Interest as an anecdote. Becker, who 
has a coarse though not feeble sense of 
humor, always told it with this epi- 
lokue: "Whisky ruined me, though I 
never tasted it" 
He was a teetotaler, 


in the face of his high living, because 
he never risked a trembling hand or a 
clouded eye. 
But he bought drinks 


freely for others, and it was on an oc- 
casion of that nature when he laid on 
tho bar In the Hoffman house liis proud 
product, a new "century note" which, 
as he himself said, "was good—1 know 
it was good—I made it myself" 


One of his cronies took whisky. 
It 


M Someone spilled the 


liquor on the bill." 


was given a year in jail on general 
principles, as it was known that he 
was a profeslona! crook. 


The Symrna "stretch" is a link in a 


series of complexly inter-related stories 
of that brilliant outfit 
of American 


thieves who were sacking the continent 
under Worth's guidance, portions of 
which have already been detailed in the 
sketches of Worth and Elliott. Becker 
•was only 24 years old at that time, but 
had already been a forger for at least 
four years, and was a fugitive from 
the United States, sought for swindling 
the National bank In Baltimore with 
George Engles and Gporpe Wilkcs, a 
pa.ir 
of 
veteran 
"pushers'* 
and 


Chapman, 
all were apprehended In 


Constantinople, and transferred to the 
penitentiary at Smyrna. Word reached 
Chapman's wife, Lydia, the beautiful 
blackmailer, -who was living with Mrs. 
Siscovitch in Paris, 
They communi- 


cated with Worth, who at once joined 
them, 
and 
the 
three slipped 
Into 


Smyrna. Mrs. Siscovitch gained an in- 
terview -with the pirsoners, palavered 
with them, and returned with this mes- 
sage "Wax and a. rope." These were 
smuggled to them. 


Elliott contrived to get an impression 


of a series of locks which stood between 
the prisoners and the high -wall, al- 
most fifty feet from the ground. These 
•were gotten to Worth, who was as ci- 
pert a locksmith as Becker was a forger, 


<jcte&icLte. 


"sneaks." Engles, also a German, was 
Becker's nearest rival in. forging skill. 


Becker -went directly to London and 


enlisted under Worth, who was the 
Fagin (on a much larger scale than 
DJckens wrote on) for a dozen Ameri- 
can worthies, financing them, directing 
them, getting them out of trouble when 
they were "nailed," and 
harvesting 


goodly "bits" of ther crooked earnings. 
Becker. Elliott, Slscoritcb, Joe Chap- 
man, and another man. Invaded Turkey 
with London letters of credit, forged, of 
course. 


Through a blunder on the part of 


and presently the gang had Perfect keys. 
Shortly after midnight Worth saw the 
men coming down tho rope—that is, all 
the men except Chapman. In revenge 
for his misuse, which had caused their 
arrest, they ha<j -withheld from him their 
plans, and left him asleep In the prison. 
Worth 
supplied 
the 
fugitives 
-with 


mantles and fezzes, 
and 
engineered 


their passage to dreeoe, Mrs. Chapman, 
hysterically Indignant, throate/ied ven- 
geance, but Worth contrived to get her- 
back to Paris. 


The xangr was kidnapped by Greek 


bandits in the mountains, as related in 
the previous stories, Elliott was sent to 
Worth for ransom, and they inched 
Paris. 
There they all went to board 


with" Mrs. Chapman, who, waiving the 
grudge she owed him, and forgetting1 
the husband whom she had so devoted- 
ly sought to rescue, fell In love with El- 
liott. 
She -was found murdered 
and 


robbed a few months later, and all in- 
dications are that Elliott killed 
her. 


Becker always maintained that Elliott 
did not, claiming that she died of heart 
disease and that Siscovith 
plundered 


the bouse. 


Becker's life -was not without rom- 


ance, either. He married Carrie Kline, 
widow of the original "gentleman bur- 
glar," 
"Needles" 
Kline, 
who 
was 


hanged in Tennessee for the murder of 
a bank watchman. 


Becker met Carrie in, a strange ad- 


venture. 


The Dutchman and 
Engles 
and 


Wilkes were In Detroit, spreading some 
very presentable Bank 
of 
Montreal 


cashier's checks. They were registered 
at different hotels, Becker living In the 
then toppy Griswold 
house. 
Becker 


was a young dude, given to flashing 
costly and not inconspicuous effects in 
haberdashery and -wardrobe. 
He was 


posing as a. German exporter -who had 
Just sold a shipload of -machinery in 
Toronto, spent money with prodigal 
display, and -was not shy in the pres- 
ence of ladies. 


These keynotes came to the ears of 


Ellen Peck, the all around confidence 
woman, badger worker, 
blackmailer, 


and swindler -who in her lifetime be- 
came a 
household 
word 
through 


America as a woman of desperate 
deeds and far flights in crime. She -was 
not so well known at that time—neither 
was Becker. 


Mrs. Peck had "hooked up" with th- 


bereaved 
Carrie, who was 
pretty 


enough to entice almost 
any 
man, 


•while Mrs. Peck was bold and clever 
enough to "trim" almost any roan thus 
enticed, and the two women -went into 
executive session on the case of the 
German spendthrift. 
Not long after- 


ward Carrie timed a trip through the 
lobby so that Becker might jostle her 
"accidentally on purpose," and it was 
not difficult for her to spark 'up an 
acquaintance which led to a little dinner 
In her apartments. 


Suddenly 
Carrio 
disarranged 
her 


clothing, tousled up her burning, red 


tresses, 
threw 
herself 
on Becker's 


Behest, and began to scream. Mrs. pick 
rushed in, took one look, struck an at- 
titude and yelled:

into the outstretched sanctuary of Mrs.

Becker was not naturally a "cluck."

with laughter.

Peck woman. "You shall pay for this, 
you despoiler of innocent girls, I ahall 
call the police." • 


"Great!" cried the Dutchman. "I've

Cregsn-Becker 


forgeries, 
aimed against

startled the financial world. 
Becker 


was finally cornered by the Pinkertons 
and sentenced to San Quentliv. When 
he came out a few years ago, after 
seven years' hard labor, he w.vs an old 
man, deserted, poor, timid, and dis- 
couraged. For a while he wis closely 
watched, but it became evident that 
he had lost his knack as well as his 
courage for thievery. He died in ob- 
scurity and poverty. 
Cregan escaped 


to France and when last heard of was 
reduced to something not lar 
from 


beggary.

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In his last article Mr. Stef- 


angson told of his treatment 
by the Eskimo whom he had 
found in their snow village on 
the sea ice of Dolphin and 
Union straits, which separate 
the continental American Arc- 
tic coast from a great island, 
Victoria island, on the north. 
Today's installment narrates 
his journey to that island, and 
describes the strange Eskimo 
race that he found there. 


Our very first days with the Dol- 


phin and Union Straits Eskimo, who 
never had been touched by what we 
call civilization, grounded firmly in 
my mind the impression -which a 
year of further association with 
them -was destined to do nothing- to 
weaken—that they are the equals of 
the best of our own race in good 
breeding, kindness and the 
sub- 
stantial virtues. 
They 
were 
men 


and women of the Stone Age truly, 
but they differed little from you or 
me or from the men and women 
who are our friends and 
families. 
The 
qualities 
which 
we 
call 
"Christian virtues" (and which the 
Buddhists no doubt call "Buddhist 
virtues") 
they 
had 
in all their 
essentials. 


They are not at all what a theorist 


might have supposed the people of 
the Stone Age to be, but the people 
of the Stone Age probably were what 
these, their present-day representa- 
tives, are—men with standards of 
honor, men with friends and famil- 
iies, men in Jove with their wives, 
gentle to their children and con- 
siderate of the feelings and welfare 
of others. If we can reason at 
all 


from the present to the past, we can 
feel sure that the hands of evolu- 
tion had written the Golden Rule in 
the hearts of the contemporaries of 
the mammoth millenmms before the 
Pyramids were built 
At least that 


is what I think. 


I have lived with these so-called 


primitive people until "savages" and 
all the kindred terms have lost the 
vivid meanings they had when I was 
younger and got all my ideas 
at 


second-hand; but the 
blank 
thus 


made in this picturesque part of my 
vocabulary has been made up to rne 
by a. new realization of the fact that 
human nature is the same not only 
the world over, but also the 
ages 


through. 


The 
hospitality resembled that 


which 1 might have expected in mv 
own countrj in most 
details, 
and 


also in this, that they took equal 
care to entertain us and not 
to 


\\eary us by too much entertain- 
ment; and after a few 
days, they 


s.eemed to get a great deal of^ satis- 
faction out of their opportunity 
of 


guiding us on a, visit to their neigh- 
bors. No doubt it was a matter of 
pj-ide to them to have the oppor- 
tunity of introducing such unusual 
visitors, 
but 
I 
think 
they also 


thought they were doing us a serv- 
ice, and .felt in that the same satis- 
faction we feel in doing a service 
to a friend, 
LOOKING FOR 
SNOW VILLAGES. 


Dolphin and Union straits at this 


point are about as wide as the Eng- 
lish Channel, and their village lay 
nearly in the middle, on the six-foot 
thick solid ice. If during one of tho 
Ice Ages the English Channel was 
ever frozen 
over, 
the 
paleolithic 


Frenchmen of that day ma> 
have 


crossed afoot or by sleds to visit 
their friends 
in 
Britain, 
as 
VM; 


crossed to 
Victoria 
Island 
They 


may even have stopped on tho road 
from Calais to Dover on the ice half- 
way between at such a village as 
that of our hosts. Like our Eskimo 
friends, too, they may 
not 
have 


known that Britain was an island, 
although Britain is far smaller than 
Victoria Island. 


I was accompanied by Natkusiak 


and one local man only. 
Finding 


the nearest Eskimo village is not al- 
ways the.£imple matter it Is to go 
from thevSity to a suburban town. 
The villages, to begin with, are never 
permanent, nor are they 
built 
in 
any recognize*! places, and blizzards 
may nearly or quite obliterate 
the 


trails to them, 


At first half the village wanted 


to 
accompany 
us, 
but 
common 


opinion overruled this, for it was 
pointed out that a large party would 
soon eat our hosts out of house 
and home if we happened to 
find 


them when the hunt had not been 
particularly successful. 
ARRIVAL IN 
THE jaGHT. 


We went east about five miles till 


we found some snow houses deserted 
perhaps six weeks before. The trail 
led north six miles to another de- 
serted village, and then a tritle north 
of west five miles, -where we found 
four inhabited houses, 
which 
was 


about half the number vvu should 
have found had the tribe of 
the 


Haneragmiut been all camped 
to- 


gether. We had 
traveled 
sixteen 


miles to find a. village that actually 
was only seven miles distant 
from 


ours; but that was necessary, for the 
deserted village we first came to was 
the only point our guide had known 
at which he could be sure to pick up 
the rrail. 


Three of the houses were of snow 


skin .roofs ,and one entirely of faiiow, 
and they were built on the sea ice 
about ten yards from the shore of 
Victoria Island. 
Every 
one 
was 


asleep, oven the dogs, and no one 
noticed us as we stopped 
half a 


mile away while our guide alone 
ran up to the -village to prepare it 
for our coming. A few moments 
later men and boys, hastily dressed, 
began to come out of tho houses 
and to gather around our guide, 
asking excited questions. In two or 
throe minutes they came running 
toward us, while tho men turned 
to tie their dogs securely that there 
should be no danger of fights with 
our dogs. The message our ambas- 
sador brought was ot welcome, to 
which he added his own assur- 
ance that the Haneragmiut were a 
straightforward 
people whoso ac- 


tions never contradicted their words. 
RECEPTION CEREMONY 
ON THE ICE. 


Our reception different consider- 


ably from that at the first village. 
We were told by our guide to halt 
about two hundred yards from the 
houM*. A* loon as -we stopped, the 


nine men and boys started slowly 
toward us, walking abreast, with 
arms raised above their heads, say- 
ing: 
"We are friendly: wo aro as 


we seem; your coming has made us 
glad." 
By the instructions of our 


guide tte stood still, holding our 
hands above our heads. When they 
got within ten yards they stopped 
in line, while I—still' following in- 
structions—walked to within three 
paces of the man on the right of 
the line, stopped, waited for him to 
tell me his name, and then told him 
mine in turn. 
I then moved down 


the line, stopping before eacn, and 
receiving his name before giving- my 
own. 


When my introductions were over 


JCatkusiak similarly presented him- 
self; with our guide there vvej-e no 
formalities. 
These proceedings had 


begun with an air of military pre- 
cision which 
did not last quite 


through the ceremony, for the three 
boys (about ten, eleven and twelve 
years old perhaps) broke ranks be- 
fore I had reached them, and were 
later informally introduced by their 
fathers, while some of the men had 
begun to talk with me or with our 
guide before the presentation of 
Natkusiak was over. There is among 
these people no custom correspond- 
ing to our ceremoy of hand-shaking1, 
nor are there any words or set forms 
of salutation or farewell in their 
language. 
"DOGS LIKE TO BE 
TREATED WELL." 


After the introductions everything 


went much as at the village pre- 
viously visited, except that the wo- 
men did not come out to be pre- 
sented—they were too busy getting 
us something to eat, we were told. 
The men built us a snow-house, and 
then asked us to their houses to 
meet their wives and to eat. 
As in 


the first village, each g-uest was 
taken to a separate house to be 
entertained. 
We found 
here 
the 


same unaffected kindliness, the same 
hospitality and good breeding-. After 
we had eaten the boiled seal meat 
and drunk the blood soup that were 
the best things they could offer us 
they fed our dogs also with boiled 
meat, "for dogs like to be treated 
well, just as men do," they said; and 
then vie went back to our house to 
sleep, for we had been up for nearly 
twenty-four hours, and they had 
been asleep but an hour or two be- 
fore we came. 


But before we went to sleep, and 


in spite of being drowsy, as one al- 
ways is. in a snug and warm camp 
after a cold day's march, Natkusiak 
and I talked for hours about the 
extraordinary people among whom 
we found ourselves. 
We had been 


told by our guide that we should 
find the Victoria islanders of a light 
complexion, with fair beards, but 
still we were not prepared for what 
we saw—wo had believed what we 
had been told, but we had not real- 
ized 
it. 
Na-tkusiak 
kept saying: 


"Those are not Eskimo; they merely 
dress and talk and act like Eskimo." 
And so it seemed to me. 
FACING A HISTORICAL 
MYSTERY. 


It is hard, looking back over a 


Kap of time, to call to memory even 
the intense feelings -with which we 
meet a crisis in life. 
That morn- 


ing, when the nine men and boys 
of the village stood before mo in 
line in the/ice in front of their huts 
of snow and skins, I knew I was 
standing face to face with an impor- 
tant scientific discovery From childi- 
hood I had been familiar with the 
literature of the North; I knew that 
hore a thousand and there men of 
Scandinavia and of England had dis- 
appeared into the Northern mists, to 
be hid by them forever from the 
eyes of Europe. 
And when I saw 


before me these men who looked 
like Europeans in rpite of their garb 
of furs, I knew that I had come 
upon either the last chapter and 
solution of one of the historical trag- 
edies of the past, or else that I had 
added a new mystery for the future 
to solve: the mystery of why these 
men are like Europeans if they be 
not of European descent. 


But although the situation ap- 


pealed to whatever there was in me 
of the poet and theorist, I had to 
remember that my supply of writing 
paper was limited, and that the 
definite recording of my first im- 
pressions of facts was more impor- 
tant than filling the pages of my 
note -book with specnlations. 
My 


diary entries are seldom verbose and 
often 
disjointed; 
they are 
never 


written with an idea that they will 
be published unchanged; there are 
cryptic abbreviations 
and 
missing 


verbs—and yet I shall quote here 
a portion of my entry for that 
May 16, written on the spot the day 
of my finding the "Blond Eskimo." 
The annotations absolutely needed to 
make the rest intelligible are sup- 
plied In parentheses. 
TirE DWELLERS ON 
THE FROZEN SEA. 


"f now understand why the Cape 


Bexley people (the first Eskimo dis- 
covered by us) take me for an 
Eskimo. There are three men here 
whose beards are almost the color 
of mine, and who look like typical 
Scandinavians. 
As Natkusiak says: 


'Three of them look like white fore- 
mast hands on a whaler, and aren't 
they huge! 
And one looks like a 


Porttisee') ('Portugce' is the word 
used by the American whalemen for 
natives of the Cape Verde'islands) 
Among the Cape Bexley people I 
had noted that a large number of 
men have a few light hairs in their 
mustaches and, more rarely, in their 
beards 
Some have mustaches to be 


described as dark brown, a thing I 
have never seen in the west (Mac- 
kenzie river or Alaska). 
Here (in 


Victoria Island), however, are men 
with 
abundant three 
inch 
Ions 


beards, a li?#it brown in their outer 
parts but darker toward the middle 
of the chin. The faces and propor- 
tions of the body remind of 'stocky,' 
sunburned, but naturally fair Scan- 
dinavians. They (the three bearded 
men) arc very much alike, though 
no two of them have the same 
mother, and all resemble closely an 
Icelander I know, Slgrurjon Svelns- 
son, of Mountain, North Dakota, as 
lie looked about IS95. . . . The one 
that 'looks -like a Portugee' has hair 
that curls a trifle—about as much 
as mine. 
One woman, of about 


twenty, has the delicate features one 
sees in some Scandinavian girls, and 
that I have seen in only one of tho 
half-white girls to the westward 
(Mackenzie river), and in her to a 
less degree than here. 
I know over 


twenty 
half-bloods 
(In the Mac- 


kenzie district and Alaska), and 
none of them resemble a white man 
in particular—most of them could 
pass 
for 
Eskimo 
among 
either 


Eskimo or whites if no particular 
attention were drawn to them, but 
no one could fail to be struck by 
the European appearance of these 
people (the Victoria Inlanders). . . . 
More frill be written ot their eyes. 


MYSTERIOUS MEN OF VICTORIA ISLAND 


Three women of the frozen sea north of our continent. "They are the equals of the best of our own race in good breeding, kindness and the sub- 


stantial virtues." 


Three typical specimens of the primitive people whom Mr. Slefansson came to know and admire for their virtues. The man on the front of the line, 


is wearing wooden snow-goggles. 
Of course they have no glass. 
The wearer lool^s through narrow slits. 


A snow-house on the ice between Victoria Land and Norlh America, on the great straits which are as wide as the English channel. When spring 


arrives the ice slabs that form the roof are removed, and replaced by a caribou-s!(in roof which is shown in the picture. 


etc., after I have had better op- 
portunities of seeing them." 


The time-faded ink of such diary 


entries as this furnished me some 
comfort after my return to ci\ U- 
ization, 
when 
European 
cables 


and American telegraphs clamoied 
"fake" so loudly that at times 1 al- 
most doubted I had seen what I had 
seen. There were scientific weight 
and reverent age behind the names 
of many of those who argued con- 
clusively on the basib of a judicious 
combination of what they knew and 
did not know, to the conclusion that 
what is could not be 
They argued 


so deftly withal that I who came 
from the place they theorized about 
felt somewhat as I used to feel as 
an undergraduate in college when 1 
listened to a philosophical demon- 
stration of the nonexistence of the 
matter that I had to kick to con- 
vince myself that what must be 
wasn't so. Now that the din has 
quieted down, I am gradually coming 
to the conviction that I have really 
been telling the truth most of the 
time consistently, and that the facts 
regarding the "Blond Eskimo" are 
about as my note books have them 
and as I originally stated them to 
the newspaper men, who did not 
always, however, quote me correctly 
and who at times showed marked 
originality in their treatment of what 
I said. 


This extract from my diary was 


written on the first day with the 
Victorial Island Eskimo. For a lit- 
tle more than a year from that time 
I lived irf their country and that of 
their neighbors of Coronation Gulf, 
until I knew most of them by name 
and had had 
full opportunits to 


make up my mind as to what man- 
ner of men they are. 


Their physical characteristics as I 


saw them I am in the habit of sum- 
marizing as follows: Of something 
less than a thousand persons, ten or 
more 
have 
blue 
eyes 
(no 
full- 


blooded Eskimo has a right to have 
blue eyes, as far as we know—his 
eyes should be as brown and his 
hair as black as those of the typical 
Chinaman); some of the men eradi- 
cate their beards (pull out the hairs 
by the roots, as rnftny Indian tribes 
do also), but of those who have 
beards a good many have light- 
brown ones; no one seen has light 
ihair of the golden 
Scandinavian 


type, but some fiave 
dark-brown 


and 
rusty-red 
hair, the 
redness 


usually more pronounced on the 
forehead than on the back of the 
head; and perhaps half tho entire 
population have eyebrows ranging; 
from a dark brown to a Jig-Jit brown 
or nearly white. A few have cur'v 
flair. 
SUGGESTIONS OF 
EUROPEAN RACK. 


It is, however, not only the blond- 


ness of the Victoria Islanders that 
suggests the European, but also the 
form of thoir heads, a.s shown by 
my measurements of adult males. 
Typically we think of the Eskimo 
as narrow of pkull and v. ide of face: 
in other \vords. his face is wider 
than his head. Tlu.s fact Is scientifi- 
cally expressed by a "facial index" 
of over 100: whilo, if the face is 
narrower than the head, the index 
will be les.i than 100. 
The propor- 


tions of the head are considered 
by most anthropologists an excellent 
test to determine what r.ice a group 
of individuals belong to 
In a sum- 


mary published by tho American 
Museum of Natural History. Pro- 
fessor Franz Boas gives the following 
facial indices for (supposedly) pure- 
blooded Eskimo: 
Hersr-hel Island, 


301; Greenland, 10.". 
Haffin 
B*y. 


102; Alaska. 10-i; East Greenland, 
'102; Smith Sound, 102. In the same 
paper he gives the following indices 
for persons of mixed Eskimo and 
European descent: 
Labrador, 96; 


West Greenland, 05. My own meas- 
urements of 104 men of Victoria 
•Island give an index 'of 97, which 
places the "Blond Eskimo." when 
judged by head form, exactly where 
it places them when judged by com- 
plexion—in the class with persons 
who are k n o w n to bo of mixed 
Eskimo and white descent. 


In other words, while they are 


Eskimo in language and culture, and 
while some of thorn are Eskimo In 
physcal appearance also, there are 
among them a large number of in- 
dividuals possessing greater or le-s.s 
resemblance to white men. But these 
are people who In recent time Jiave 
had no contact with whites that 
would change their physical type; 
then whence could thcflo European- 
like characters have come? Can they 
be accounted for historically? 


To understand the hibtoric possi- 


bility of European contact with tho 
central Eskimo we must go back a 
thousand years in the. history of the 
Scandinavian countries. Shortly be- 
fore 870 A. IX, Iceland was discov- 
ered by Norwegian navigators and 
a few years earlier somo Irish monks 
had occupied a small island just 
south of Iceland. The rapid settle- 
ment of Iceland v\as favored by the 
wars of conquest waged by HanUd, 
who was making himself the first 
king of united Norway, and driving 
out the petty kinds who formerly 
had boon independent rulers of &op,i- 
rate territories. 


When Harald. who made himself 


first king of United Norway, drove 
out the many lesser kings, the latter 
scattered to Franco and England, 
but perhaps the largest number v\ Ith 
their adherents colonized Iceland, 
where the first Eottlemen is consid- 
ered to have been in S72. AVithin 
a century the entire coast line was 
people with seafaring men \Vho spent 
their summers in piracy along north- 
ern Europe, and returned to Iceland 
to spend the winter, enjoying the 
fruits of their plunder. 
BEFORE CHRISTOPHER 
COLUMBUS LIVED. 


In the tenth century a man named 


Eric the lied, outlawed from Norway 
for murder, camo to Iceland; the 
habit of man killing was too strong 
upon him, and in 382 lie was out- 
lawed from Iceland for three years. 
There was then current in Iceland 


a belief that a sailor named Gunn- 
bjorn, of whom little Is otherwise 
Known, had sighted reefs west of 
Iceland. This tradition caused Eric 
to sail west, to become the discov- 
erer of Greenland, whose glacier 
covered mountains rise from the sea 
before the peaks of Iceland disap- 
pear in tl;e east. 
Like navigators 


of today, Eric found the east coast 
blockaded v\ith floes, so he sailed 
south around Cape Farewell, and 
landed upon the more inviting south- 
west coast, whore ho spent his exile. 
On his return to Iceland he gave 
a favorable account of the country, 
v\hich ho had named "Greenland," 
for, as the saga naively says, "he 
thought people would all tho more 
desire to settle the country if it had 
a fair name." 
In 9S5 a fleet of twenty-five ves- 


sels sailed from Iceland tor Green- 
land. Some wore shipwrecked, some 
turned back, but fourteen reached 
their destination. There is no census 
uf the original settlers, but It is prob- 
able that each ship carried not less 
than fifty people, and the number 
can be safely put at from alx hun- 
dred to faeven hundred. Each ship 
carried all the household goods of 
the owners, including horses, cattle 
and .sheep, and a flourishing farm- 
Ing community sprang up. 
DISCOVERY OF NORTH 
AMERICA'S MAINLAND. 


One of the Important results was 


the discovery of tho mainland of 
North America. 
Leifr Eiriksson, .son 
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of Eric the Hod, sailed in tho year 
1000 from Norway to \ls>it hit, father 
in Greenland. 
It was heforc exact 


navigation, and he sailed too far 
south, and .stiuck another coast than 
that of Greenland. 
This, was the 


first fully authenticated discovery of 
America, und the story of his epoch 
making \o>age Is so well known that 
we shall not dwell upon it. He re- 
turned to Greenland and the story 
of his discovery spread to Iceland 
and the rt*t of Europe, and found 
lodgment not only in the minda of 
men, but also In documents in vari- 
ous parts of Europe. 
GREENLAND CllIUSTLVNIZED 
BEFORE COLUMBUS' TIME. 


About tho year 1000 Christianity 


was brought to Greenland, and from 
that time we find records of the 
colony, not only in the sagas and 
annals of Iceland, but also in tho 
ai chives of the Ilolv Sou In Rome. 
By the Twelfth century there were 
in Greenland a bishopric, two mon- 
asteries, a nunnery and fourteen 
churches. 
The colonv cannot have 


had a population of lo.ss Ui,m three 
thousand; tho notual number may 
have been considerably more. Thev 
regularly paid tithes to Rome, and 
we havo papal records showing that 
in 13-17 they even contributed In 
walrus ivory to tho Crumleies and to 
a Norwegian war expedition jigainst 
Russia.

We have records of the Greenland- 
era' triangular voyages, first from 
Greenland to tho muinl:m<l of Amei- 
ica for timlHM, carrying it to Ireland 
for house liuildirifr, t.iKuit,- Trolandic 
wares in cvch.-nw. 'mil returning 
w i t h thorn to Greenland 


In 12K4. however, the Xoiwegian 


king sold to a single nun m Ur-rKen 
the exclusKo rifhl of tr.idmg with 
Greenland, and m -ilo it a statutory 
crime for the Greunl.inilors to buihl 
or sail their own .slnp.s. or to deal 
with any one not ronnocted with this 
firm. 
In consequence the trade with 


Europe dwindled so that toward the 
end of the fourteenth century it was 
often se\envl years between sailings 
of ships to Greenland. 


When tho Scandinavians first set- 


tled southwest Greenland they found 
house ruins and other Eskimo re- 
mains, but for t-ome reason these 
Eskimo had left the country again, 
and the Scandinavians (.une in no 
contact with them during their early 
period. 
About tlu- middle of the 


thirteenth ccnliiry, however, the Kh- 
klrno began to crowd down upon 
the colony from the north, uppai- 
ently havini? rome from the Ameri- 
can continent by vvnv of the Arctie 
islands, crob.sint,' thencu to Greenland 
by Smith Koutnl.

that Columbus sailed for America 
n, bishop appointed bv tho Pope r.ti!l 
had tho nominal office of "IMtihoi' 
of Greenland," although he never 
l"ft Europe to assume has aettMl 
duties.

A combination of circumstances 


finally cut off all communication 
between Person and Greenland. The 
paralysis that fell u(«)n Europe as 
a consequence of tlic Black Death 
was one; raids upon Berfjen by ships 
of the Ilanseatlc League was an- 
other. Norway lost her lead in mari- 
time affairs, and .sailors of England 
rediscovered tho country. 


In 1585 John Davis sailed up into 


the strait which bears his name, and

In which the Scandinavian colony had 
previously flourished

Shortly afte# the announcement of 


our discovery of European-like peo- 
ple in .southwest 
Victoria Island. 


General A. \V. Gruely undertook i* 
survey of the entire mass of Aretio 
literature to seek leferences to pre- 
vious discoveries of similar nature, 
by early voyasora. His thorough fa«, 
miliaruy with the printed sources 
and the possession ot manuscript 
documents of great value enabled 
him to brlnsr together many things 
which had previously escaped notice 
but which established a fairly com- 
pl-no historical chain of references to 
"Blond Eskimo" from' tho time of 
Davis, to the present. 


The first, und perhaps ihe most 


interesting, 
reference 
Is 
that 
to 


Nicolas Tunes, captain of a fishingr 
vessel, ulio in 1G3C sailed up into 
Daxis btrait to 72 degrees north lati- 
tude. lie found the district occupied 
by two different sorts of people — 
ono kind which he described as very 
tall, well built, of a rather fair com- 
plexion, swift of foot; the other 
much smaller, with an olive com.- 
ploxion, and short, thick legs.

latter of these two types Is easily 
recognized ay the Eskimo, while the 
former would fit well a people, of

Coming to more recent times and 


to more westerly districts, we find

Eskimo. Sir John Franhjlin, the first 
of the explorers to approach

region in which the European-Ilka 
Eskimo now live, came in contact 
In 1824 with just one Eskimo, a 
decrepit old man. abandoned by his 
companions, who had fled at the 
apprwich of the exploring party, 
Of him Franklin says: 


"The countenance (of this man) 


was o\al, with a sufficiently promi- 
nent nose, and had nothing- very dif- 
ferent from a European face, except 
in the smullness of his eyes, and 
perhaps in tho narrowness of his 
forehead. 
His complexion was very 


frehli and red, and he had a longer 
beard than I have hitherto seen on' 
any of the aborigines of America."

colonists of Greenland, but looking 
at it historically or geographically 
there is no reason why thoy might 
not be. Wo know that the Eskimo 
aro inclined to mix with any raco 
with which they come In contact. 
Greenland is not far from Victoria 
Island. 
If thore were any reason 


for doing so, I could go by sled in 
less than twenty-four months from 
the southwest corner of Victoria 
Ihland, where the "Blond Eskimo" 
now live, by way of Smith Sound. 
to the districts in Greanland in a 
boat; in summer I coul(l go in ono 
joar thenco by sled west to Victoria. 
Island. 


As a mutter of fact, the Eskimo 


who now winter on the ice west of 
Victoria Island start thence in March 
aiid by August meet for trading piu- 
po.sus the Eskimo oT thy Hudson Bay 
just above Chesterfield Inlet. Thero 
l.s, then, no more reason geographi- 
cally than there is historically to 
.suppo.se tiny barrier that could have

grandchildren are already growing 
into man's efalate; yet all this mixing 
of races has produced no such blond 
typo ;is we find in Victoria Island.

An exhibition on the eve of clos- * 


ing in Ixmdon holds_nvuch-of Interest 
for painters and sculptors in Amer- 
ica—the show of the Royal British 
Colonial 
Society 
of 
Artists. 
A 


"Peace and War" show, it expresses 
the trend 
of 
feeling between the 


colonies that lie in the far-off ocean 
and the Tight Little Isle, a feeling 
fostered by King Edward—the con- 
sistent friend of art—who granted 
a charter to the Anglo-Australian • 
Society 
of 
Artists 
in 1909, after 


twenty years of upbuilding of art 
consciousness among the colonials. 


"The object1! of the society." an- 


nounces tne charter, "are the unit- 
ing in one body artists of the Em- 
pire for the advancement of the arts 
of painting, sculpture, etching, en- 
graving, decoration and architecture, 
and generally the encouragement of • 
those arts throughout the dominions 
beyond the seas, and of bringing the 


arts of the 'dominions, states, and 
colonies under the notice of our sub- 
jects resident 
within 
the United 


Kingdom." 


The exhibition that has attracted 


so much attention is made .up of 
the works of those artists 
from 


overseas whom the war has brought 
to Europe and of the productions of 
members of the society living in the 
British 
Isles—a gathering 
which 


serves the double purpose of intro- 
ducing the overseas artists to the 
British public and of enabling vis- 
itors from other parts of the world 
to see what type of collection 
the 


society prepares for display in the 
more remote cities of the Empire. 
In organising the show the Society 
of Australian 
Artists co-operated, 


and the loan of the War Memorial 
pictures painted for the government 
of the Commonwealth of Australia 
were incorporated in the exhibition, 
immensely 
adding to its strength 


and interest. 


A commentary upon it adds: 
"The 
War Memorial series as- 


sembled by the Australian govern- 
ment, including paintings and draw- 
ings by such men as A. Streeton, H. 
S. Power, A. H. Fullwood and C. W. 
Lambert, is important and it is ap- 
preciably strengthened by the in- 
clusion of some notable lithographs 
by Will Dyson and a number of 
military portraits by J. Longstaff. 
As a permanent record of war inci- 
dents in many parts of the world its 
value is indisputable, and the per- 
sonal note added to it by the 
por- 


traits of the men who have played 
prominent parts in the war opera- 
tions is much to be welcomed. The 
Australian effort altogether has been 
well worthy of the occasion.

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BOOK REVIEWS AND LITERARY NOTES 


•RUSSIA 


Story of War and Revolu- 


tion as Told by General 
Gourko Is Aid in His- 
torical Summing Up of 
Part His Country Played 
in World Conflict. 


To' the one who would study Rus- 


sia's part in the war and the role she 


, is enacting today General Basil Gour- 
^,ko's book, ."War and Revolution in 
Russia1,;; v, 111 offer material hitherto 
inaccessible and will present the sub- 
ject in a light not before available. 


The Chief of the Russian Imperial 


Staff, and later Commander of the 
Western Armies, J^s written of the 
campaigns in 1914, 1915, 1916 and 
1317. 
He has told of the fighting 


from the standpoint of a leader in 
action, has described the objects to 
be gained, the strategy and the devel- 
opments on tho field of action. It is 
a warrior's account, and through U 
runs the tragedy of insufficient sup- 
plies, of treachery in high places and 
of men sacrificed because they had 
not the wherewithal for defense. 
Then Gpurko takes up the political 
events leading to the Revolution, and 
the Revolution itself, and in so doing: 
presents a vastly different picture 
from that offered by the many Amer- 
ican writers who have written -vol- 
umes after more or less brief sojourns 
In his country. 


Gourko was close to high person- 


ages. he knows the intimate court 
life of his country, and has filled 
his book with personal touches that 
make for interesting reading. There 
is an account of the death of Ra's- 
putini which he regards as a cold- 
blooded murder and an event which 
gave impulse to serious Internal dis- 
turbances, and there are many ac- 
counts of conversations with the Czar 
and the Empress. 
General Gourko 


was arrested by order of Kerensky 
and was struck, he. says, "by the pin- 
point and unmanly writing of the 
order." 


The Russian general, loyal to the 


Czar but more loyal to the Army, has 
told a story not told before and has 
made it unusually comprehensive. In 
it he has reflected his own person- 
ality almost to the extent of a biog- 
raphy, and in it he has given many 
of the causes for Russia's collapse 
as an aid to the allied cause. With- 
out making a point of it, the book 
emphasizes the magnitude of Russia's 
efforts in the days when fighting: in 
the west was most needed and it 
alsd emphasized the hardships which 
the Slavic troops were forced to un- 
dergo. In the historical summing up 
of his country's part in the war, 
General Gourko's book has per- 
formed a necessary and timely ser- 
vice.

THE BEAUTY OF

"You 
cannot walk the streets of 


San Francisco or over the hills with- 
out feeling that any picture Is inade- 
quate to express what is seen." 


Such is the opening statement in a 


book on "San Francisco," written and 
illustrated by Francis Bruguiere. A 
survey of the book, however, con- 
vinces one that Mr. Bruguiere has 
come as close as is possible to giving 
expression to the beauty which is so 
varied, so characteristic of the very 
spirit of the city by the Golden Gate. 


The text of the volume, which is 


a faixty-four page woik 
bound in 


boards, charms of itielf, but when 
enhanced by tho splendid examples 
of the highest development of artis- 
tic photograph} . which is Mr. Bru- 
guiere's stock in trade, the result Is 
a. work unique among the numberless 
works about San Francisco. 


The photographs, of which there 


are twenty-seven, and each one a 
gem of artistic achievement, show 
scenes typical of San Francisco, in its 
various aspects, but of necessity they 
give no idea of the city as a whole. 
There are glimpses of Chinatown, of 
the Telegraph Hill district with its 
eucalyptus crown, of the steep as- 
cents through the financial section, 
to the center of the city's retail life. 
The Spanfeh church on Russian Hill, 
glimpses 
of the 
Italian 
quarter, 


Portsmouth Square, around which in 
the early days of the city "centered 
the most Important social and busi- 
ness life, * * is now used by Chi- 
nese children and on its low wall, 
either by night or day, are seen in- 
teresting types that come tip from 
the waterfront" — all these and other 
bits known and loved by every San 
Franciscan, whether native born or 
adopted son, are included 
in 
the 


book. 


So far, there has ween no other 


published which can hope to replace 
Mr. Bruguiere's splendidly beautiful 
work.

war, as thess -phases 
'were 
lived 


through by Germans, soldier and 
civilian, have been assembled by F. 
Britten Austin, the 
author, 
and 


published under the general title of 
"According- to Orders." 
Readers of 


"BalUewrark" and of "In "Action" 
are familiar 
\vith 
Austin's 
style 


which is almost epic on occasion, 
and with his apparent fidelity to de- 
tail concerning- war conditions. Some 
of the situations in the volume in 
question are borne out by official rec- 
ords of the British WAT Department. 
Also he pictures \ividly the mental 
horrors that he convinces one were 
suffered even by those so-beheved- 
immune as the Hun 


The first story, "2u Befehl" tells 


of the destruction of a French vil- 
lage by the Germans "uho had been 
billeted there for so long that they 
had been accepted as friends by the 
children and tolerated by the old 
folks. 
Of a sudden it becomes 


necessary for the troops to retreat 
and the order for 
destruction is 


given, to be enforced by those who 
change in a moment to slow-going 
good-natured invaders to ravening 
things of horror and destruction. 


All of the stories are analytical as 


well as descriptive and while en- 
thralling they are 
rather sombre 


reading. 
The other stories in the 


volume are "In

Line," 
"The Terror in the Sky," 


"Panzerkraftwagen." 
"The 
Spy," 


"Nach Verdun," "The Conquerors,"

who fought with this division for 
thirty-two month-. 


Of the original Eighth company, 


comprising ioO men, this American 
is the sole survivor. It was because 
ha was never scratched that he be- 
came known as the "Charmed Amer- 
ican." The book that he has writ- 
ten is one of a part of the story not 
told before, it bears the imprint of 
a skilled writer, and is both dra- 
matic and philosophical. 
Written, 


most of it, in the present tense, the 
effect is to take the reader into the 
action and to make unusually vivid 
tho scenes described. Then there is 
a personal and intimate quality that 
makes one friends with no end of 
good soldiers who are the writer's 
companions in the trenches. 
The 


book has its sad and tragic chap- 
ters, but it also has its lighter ones. 
Above all is its reflection of the fel- 
lowship of man.

"Living Bayonets" makes a fitting 


end to the group of war books which 
the gifted young Englishman 
has 


written. 
Put down on battlefields, 


in devastated towns on the fronts oc- 
cupied by American. 
British 
and 


French fronts, very often in the midst 
of the serious business of war, and 
not seldom in the the heat of the at- 
tack itself, the story extends from 
the days when the Americans were 
due to come, up to the time when 
the boys in khaki advanced en masse, 
lending the weight of their numbers 
to turn the tide of battle. 


The title of the book is character- 


istic of Dawson's work, "Our spirits 
are 
living bayonets. The ideals 


which we carry in our hearts are 
more deadly to the enemy than any 
man-made weapons." 


It ia from that paragraph that the 


title is chosen—and it is in that para- 
graph that 
the 
elated 
heroism 


which made such a termination to 
the war possible Is summed up. 


The final chapter of the book is 


interesting in the light of the Peace 
Conference 
preliminaries, wherein 


have been heard the voice of tho^e 
making the plea for 
magnanimity 


and gentleness to the Hun. 
Lieu- 


tenant Dawson has written 
most 


definitely of his conviction in regard 
to such a course of action, and his 
utterances on the subject: 


"If the kaiser and the herd of 


human minotaurs who surround him 
escape the gallows, justice becomes a 
travesty and there is no murderer, 
however diabolical his atrocities, who 
deserves to be electrocuted." 


"To make peace before tho Hun 


has paid his righteous debt, is to 
shorten God's right arm and to make 
sacrifice seem trivial 
* * * If 


at the first whimpering our hearts 
are touched and we allow the evil 
to escape punishment, it will sneak 
off with a cunning leer about Its 
mouth to lick its wounds into health 
that it may take future generations 
unawares, 
Mercy at this juncture 


would be spiritual slovenliness. Gow 
has given the Allies a task to accom- 
plish; He has made His avengers 
that when our work is ended, He 
may create a new heaven upon 
earth."

biographical notes of tho authors. 


John G. Neihwdt *f*ln has done 


BpmethlnK unusual In these days of 
rapid fiction *ad war esmys.' He has 
sought to writ* an American epic 
and to'pror* that an heroic a^e 
arose in this country with the hunters 
who pursued the fur trade from the 
Mississippi to the Pacific Coast. The 
author of "The Son* of John Glass" 
is an enthusiast on the subject and 
his latest saga Is the best proof of 
his, contention. 


"Like causes produce like effects; 


and as we follow the Aryan migra- 
tion, we find that, oTer and over 
again, heroic periods occur," ho 
writes In a prefatory note and. after 
naminy a few of these periods he 
ask of America; 
Where snail we 


find Jts epic? 


"Certainly not in Hiawatha, which 


is not concerned with our race, and 
but little with the real American 
Indian, for that matter. Certainly 
not in Evangeline, which is typical 
neither i» matter nor manner. Nor 
is it likely ever to be written on a 
theme concerned with the original 
Colonies, for the reason that in the 
Colonies, society was never cut loose 
from its roots. 


"The true American Epos was de- 


veloped between the Missouri river 
and the Pacific ocean in approx- 
imately the first four decades of the 
Nineteenth century. When the set- 
tlers began to cross the Missouri, the 
end of the epic period was in eight.* 


"The Song of Three Friends," 


•while complete In itself, ia designed1 
to be the first piece in a cycle of 
poems dealing with the fur trade 
period of the trans-Missouri region. 
"The Song of Hugh Glass." published 
In 1915, Is the second in the series. 


The story is that of the two expedi- 


tions of the Ashley and Henry, up 
the Missouri In 1S22 and 1S2S. It 
concerns in particular Will Carpenter, 
Miko Fink and Frank Talbeau, hard- 
hitting, hell-roaring and primal men. 
and is withal as sincere and genuine 
aM epic as if Its heroes bore titles 
and the weight of centuries of tradi- 
tion. 


Neihardfa style Is all his own— 


indeed, It Is most evident that he has 
fallen into none of the traps that 
have been laid for him by his choice 
of subject. 
The temptation to in- 


clude melodramatics and the brutal- 
ity of Robert Service, for Instance, 
might have been heeded by a writer 
without the purpose and ideals of 
this one. 


The reader will find the book 


filled with beautiful, humorous and 
tragic passages. He will delight in 
tho poet's mastery of technique and 
powers of picturesque description, 
and he will revel In the story Itself. 


This description of Mike Fink, hero 


of epic and sage, may serve as a hint 
of the style and beauties to be found 
in the pages: 
Bronzed with exposure to tho wind 
and sun, 


Behold the splendid creature that 
was Fink! 


You see him strolling to tho river's 


brink, 


All ease, and yet tremendoualy alive. 
He pauses, poised on tiptoo for the 
dive. 


And momently It seems the other 


mud, 


Quick with a mystic seed whoso sap 
is blood. 


Mysteriously rears a human flower. 
Clean as a windless flame the lines 


of power 
Run rhythmic up the stout limbs, 


muscle-laced. 
Athwart the ropy gauntness of the 


waist. 
The huge round girth of chest, 


whereover spread 


Enormous shoulders. Now above his 


head 
He lifts his arms where big: thews 
merge and flow 


As In some dream of Michelangelo; 
And up along the dimpling back

This is the voice 
of youth, stilled before the opportu- 
nity for man's full tones—and it is 
a voice for optimism and hope.

Miss Gladys Cromwell of Boston 


gave her life in the service of her 
country, even as did those other 
poets, Joyce Kilmer and Alan Seegcr. 
Perhaps she was not so well known 
and that one dny when the wires 
brought the news of the self-drown- 
ing of Gladys and Dorothea Cromwell 
there were not many who placed her 
in the ranks of the younger poets of 
America. And yet she was the writer 
of beautifully chiselled verso. 
Her 


"Songs of the Dust" were given a 
placet at the head- of the list In the 
annual review of tho Boston Tran- 
script for 1918, and her steadily de- 
veloping gift of expression, with her 
Ideals of service, had won her a place 
In the hearts of fellow craftsmen. 
The Cromwell sisters, a friend has 
related, worked for weeks at a par- 
ticularly trying post In Franco, in a 
town under bombardment from earth 
and sky, and then went directly to 
another post near Verdun. They were 
given no rest and thero seemed to ba 
no one to order them to take one. 
As a result, when the time came for 
them to return to this country they 
were suffering of what the French 
call "cafard," a condition of depres- 
sion resulting from nervous exhaus- 
tion. 


The following verse, reprinted from 


"Poetry," la Uie farewell poem of 
Gladys Cromwell: 
No doubt this active will. 
So bravely steeped In sun, 
This will haa vanquished Death 
And foiled oblivion.

Enemy Agents Figure in 


Rapid Action of Clar- 
ence Budington Kelland'$ 
Latest Book,"The High- 
flyers." _ 


Persons who found fine entertain- 


ment in "The Source" and In "Sud- 
den Jim," are going to be surprised, 
and, 
perhaps, disappointed In "The 


Highflyers," the latest 
story by 


Clarence Budington Kelland to come 
to the reviewing desk. Not that 
"The Highflyers" is not Interesting, 
for It is, also It might be termed a 
thriller, but it la quite obviously a 
fctory that was written without the 
pains that admirers of Holland ore 
accustomed to find in his work 


In fact, "The Highflyers" Js noth- 


ing particularly original in plot, un- 
less it be that the scene Is laid in 
Detroit, and the automoblle-muni- 
tfon-manufacturers-milUonaires and 
thcjr kin are the heroes—at least 
one of the sons of the rich is a hero, 
the others not casting much of a 
shadow athwart a world illumined 
by the approach of war. 
The time 


is just before and immediately after 
this country entered the war and 
the story has to do with the efforts 
of a young man to arouse his father 
and his friends to a realization that 
this country must become involved; 
after it had become involved, he de- 
voted himself to the manufacture of 
aeroplanes and in efforts to combat 
the machinations of German spies 
in general and one In particular. 


In other books by Kelland thert 


has been some fine character sketch- 
ing, and the minds of his principal 
characters have been depicted In 
such form as to create In tho reader. 
at least an activity of mind, but 
while "The Highflyer" stirs the 
senses, there is nothing in It to 
cause much of a ripple in the mind. 
If thero be any lessons to be drawn, 
they are too late for this war, and, 
it is to be hoped will be forgotten 
before tho next. 


Potter Wane, hero, is the eon of a 


many times millionaire, and his 
principal occupation Is getting into 
trouble. He, of all those with whom 
he carouses In an attempt to get rid 
of some of the wealth their fathers 
are earning by making munitions 
for the allies, is more than gently 
and momentarily shocked by th« 
sinking: of tho Lusitania. Ho be- 
comes drunk because of It and at- 
tempts to -whip the entire assemblage 
in the bar of the best hotel In De- 
troit, but falls when two policemen 
take a hand, although he was doing 
well before they arrived. 


This experience appears to be a 


turning point In his life, and when 
ho recovers from the beating and tho 
liquor he sets to work to develop on 
idea for an aeroplane motor. 
He 


has become interested through the 
possession of a hydro-aeroplane, and 
ho realizes that by the use of the air 
fighting machine this country must 
depend in a great part to carry out 
its share in the war. 


Kelland develops a good spy situ- 


ation, with old man von Essen, and 
the German officer who ts known as 
Cantor, as the leading figures. Also 
thero is Ilildeffarde von Essen, the 
old man's daughter by his-American 
wife, who is in love with Walte and 
with whom Walte is In love, but 
Father von Essen objects. It is well 
told, but the keen analysis of human 
nature that attracted In the books 
aforenamed here ia lacking, but per- 
haps that will prove no drawback to 
many who fancy their fiction un- 
hampered by too much that appears 
to retard movement

London Sees Its 


First Parade of 
Victorious Troops 


LONDON, March 22.—The 


first triumphal m&ch on a 
large scale of British troops 
who fought in France and Bel- 
gium occurred in'London to- 
day. 
. 
. 


Fourteen battalions of the 


guards, representatives * of all 
units of Great Britain's crack 
corps, accompanied by their 
bands, proceeded from their 
barracks to Buckingham pal- 
•ace where they were reviewed 
by King George. The line of 
march thence led'through the 
main streets of the city. 


Despite 'the gray skies, great

Sweeping changes that will enable

Upon authoritative information, it 


may be stated that the changes in- 
clude the abolition of the great gen- 
eral staff, war school and similar in- 
stitutions.

This may be brought up 
at the plenary session of the peace 
conference—probably Tuesday, when 
the covenant will be openly debated. 
The text of the Japanese amend- 
ment is substantially as follows: 
"Equality of nations being thij 
basic principle of the league of na- 
tions, the high contracting parties 
agree to accord as soon as possible 
equal and just treatment to all alien 
citizens of states which arc members 
of the leagued making- no distinction 
either in law or in fact on account 
of race or nationality." 
The Japanese delegates insist that 
American immigration restrictions 
are not involved in the amend- 
ment. which merely insures equality 
of treatment for Vnpanese already 
domiciled in the United States. 
The Japanese delegates to the 


peace conference declare that at ni, 
time have they made any threat to 
break away from the conference if 
certain claims of Japan were not

tions Cabled copies of Ambassador 
Ishii's speech have since been re-

The building of trails through the forests along 
which "a fire might be stopped has been carried 
on in an indifferent and dilatory fashion. The 
Forest Service is not to blame. It has done the 
best it could- with the funds available and the 
authority granted. Police supervision in the fire 
season to prevent fires starting and to stop them 
in their incipiency has always been inadequate. 
There has been very little intelligent and honest 
cooperation between the federal and State au- 
thorities "and 
private interests. 


In California, for example, the railroads have 


not agreed to a program of cooperative fire-fight- 
ing and prevention. They own alternate sections 
of land along their rights of way, but they main- 
tain an attitude of indifference to the fate of 
timbered land. They have refused'to share the 
expense of fire police and fire fighting. A fire 
started last summer on railroad land at Motion 
the Southern Pacific and burned eastward thirty 
miles to Willow Creek, devastating 400 square 
miles^of timbered watershed. 


The federal government is cognizant of the 


situation. The State and the people are ac- 
quainted with it. All interested parties have 
realized the penalties of neglect. Will an intelli- 
gent, effective system of protecting the forest 
areas be put into effect this year or ever?

Captain Peter Keren, editor o{ Motor, 


Stockholm, Sweden, and formerly of the 
Swedish. Merchant Marine service, was 
a visitor recently at the factory of the 
Nash Motors Company in Kenosha, Wis. 
Captain Neren, \7ho Is in the United 
States for the purpose of malting a first- 
hand study of American methods of 
manufacture as applied to automobiles 
and trucks, wits frankly amazed at the 
high degree of efficiency that has been 
developed in the factory by Mr. Nash 
and his associates. 


The Swedish automobile authority was 


Impressed by the Nash manufacturing 
system, founded upon the old axiom that 
a straight lino is the shortest distance

two points; he learned that 


everj- part of a Nash car or truck in 
the course of manufacture moves along 
from machine to machine, from opera- 
tion to operation toward completion ;n 


as nearly a straight line as possible. 


In the modern foundry building he saw 


the 
tons of molten metal which are 


moulded in rough castings for the va- 
rious parts of the cars and trucks. He 
visited the forge department with Its 
powerful drop hammers., no saw huge 
presses stamp out of cold steel, body'; 
parts, fenders, hoods and other units and I 
he vlen-ed the batteries of automatic' 
jrear cutters and scre«4 machine which 
stretch out before the eye in a seem- 
ingly interminable vista. 


Captain Keren's visit to America was 


prompted by a desire to write an article 
for Motor in which he has to describe 
to tho Swedish public American auto- 
mobile manufacturing methods.

Captain Neren 
declared, that in his search for a fac- 
tory which was typical of perfected 
manufacturing practices, it would be un- 
necessary for him to look further.

Bridging the Bay 


The Christian Science Monitor discusses editor- 


ially the bridging of San Francisco bay. 
It 


shows considerable familiarity with the problems 
involved in such a project, but it might be said to 
miss tke exact situation here. 'Tor a long time,'' 
it says, "San Francisco has desired to follow New 
York's example in the matter of bridge building.'' 
Residents of this city -will hark back in vain for 
::ny considerable movement in that direction. In 
fact, it is largely to be questioned if the necessity 
of such structure has been felt here, commercially 
or any other way, with sufficient force to justify 
a classification as a serious movement The most 
considerable proposition that has been advanced 
was that of 1916, which was still nothing more 
than plans prepared and published, together with 
a vague offer to build a bridge if impossible toll 
franchises were granted. As the proposition 
never got anywhere—there being in fact nowhere 
for it to-get to—it cannot be considered a "move- 
ment" Besides, the federal government stepped 
in and promulgated an edict to the effect that it 
would not permit any bridge to be built across 
the bay. 
That really settles all angles of the 


proposition. , 
Collapse of the Sunday Law 


The Sunday law received adverse action ia 


committee, it being refused a favorable recom- 
mendation by a rote of five to four. This is so 
close as to leave it questionable whether it won't 
be called tip from the floor. Evidently a great 
many legislators are willing to sidestep such 
legislation. Singularly enough, the main support

Few appreciate the effort that is constantly 


going forward to make transportation so fafe that 
the traveler will never think of th$ possibility of 
danger or accident 
On every division, at every 


terminal point, in every railroad shop, and on the 
steamer division which comprises the ferry sys 
tern, committees on safety arc continually at 
work. They meet every month to discuss sugges- 
tions made by the employees who are on the job 
with their eyes open. Nothing is so safe that it 
cannot be made safer, according to these conf- 
mittees. The Southern Pacific operating division 
gets approximately a thousand safety suggestions 
a month from its employees, and a good propor- 
tion of these are utilized. Sometimes this means 
the discontinuance of devices that had already 
been adopted, or rules that have been followed, 
but which on close study are decreed to be in- 
ferior to the new suggestions. At these meetings 
speeches and papers are read. A motto that all 
agree upon is: 
"A careful man is the greatest 


safety device known." 
2s~ot infrequently these 


Apostles of Safety enliven the subject with anec- 
dotes and Terse. Captain H. H. Holmes, of one 
of the ferryboats, closed a talk on safety precau- 
tions the other day with this effusion: 


Green to green and red to I'eel 
Is perfect safety—go ahead! 
Bat, both in safety and in doubt, 
Always keep a sharp lookout! 
In danger, with no room to turn, 
Slow her, stop her, go astern! 


That puts the pilot's ''Safety First'' platform 
rather neatly. 
Piles of Surplus Food 


Some of the canners on the Pacific Coast and 


Alaska, according to representations of a resident 
who has been talking in the East for publication, 
do not know what is to be done with the big sur- 
plus of food products that has been piled up iu 
accordance with a government hunch. It is rep- 
resented that when we were in the shank of the 
w ar "the government kept drilling it into the ears 
of the packers of Alaska that they should keep on 
packing, because there would be need for all they 
could furnish. Once hostilities ceased, however, 
government agents were not so eager. The conse- 
quence is that there is a great surplus of canned 
fish in the warehouses of the packers in Alaska 
and other places. The question is not so much 
what to do with it, but when.'' It is represented 
that there will be no trouble to get rid of the stock 
if the government gives them a chance. The mar- 
ket will absorb the surplus, icbut packers who did 
their patriotic duty, in some cases more than 
doubling their output, will not make any money. 
They do not want to lose, however, but apparently 
the government has no more interest in what they 
are doing.'' All of which is imparted by "D. H. 
Hastings of San Francisco,-"7 and illuminates nu 
angle of the food question that may not be famil- 
iar. But the mystery still persists—which is why, 
with such stores piled up. prices remain at such 
war altitudes. 
The State Building 


If a State building for tbe civic center had 


been erected five years ago. as it might have been 
had there been real anxiety about it, the structure 
could have been put up for the amount of bonds 
that were authorized, §1,000,000.

Sub-Treasuries to Go 


Secretary Glass's letter to Senator Simmons, 


chairman of the finance committee, has saved the 
sub-treasury for another year. 
The Senate bill 


cutting out the provision for the maintenance of 
sub-treasuries had been passed, or would have 
been passed; but the secretary, while agreeing 
that these institutions are superfluous and should 
be abolished, pointed out that their summary dis- 
continuance would prove a great embarrassment 
to his department, as there has been provided no 
machinery by which the reserve banks can take 
over sub-treasury affairs. 
By the time another 


appropriation is due the secretary promises to 
have*a plan worked out by which the affairs of 
the subtreasuries may be merged with those of 
the reserve banks. This at once raises the ques- 
tion what will be done with the . sub-treasury 
building which was so mauy years in process of 
erection and which cost such a big sum of 
money. The reserve bank has a great structure 
of its own, and a site that occupies a whole block. 
It does not need the sub-treasury building, though 
possibly the vaults, being the latest thing in thut 
line, could be utilized. 
Municipal Architecture 


Holding up the claim, of Architect Reid, 
the 


mayor's brother-in-law, has resulted in some very 
interesting disclosures, but is not likely to do ^

£njoy such perquisites as long as this municipal 
administration endures.

There is a general impression that popular slang

But slang is not excepted 
in that adage, "Nothiog new under the sun." This 
was exemplified in a discussion of the appellation 
"chicken,*5 as applied to the young, exuberant 
female human being. It might well be supposed 
that it is very modern slang; that it is a concep- 
tion of the immediate era, and was unknown in 
that past which we are frequently reminded, and 
rather inclined to believe, was not as prolific of 
inelegant language as this. One of those icono- 
clasts who turns up in almost every circle chal- 
lenged the contention that "chicken," as applied 
to the young female person is new; and he 
produced the second volume of Dean Swift's 
works, and at page 337 found this quotation: "She 
is no chicken; she's on the wrong side of thirty, 
if she's a day."

PARIS, March 12.—How the tele- 
graph service of Franco was oper- 
ated during the war has just been 
revealed by an official investigation 
made bf a committee of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, which was appoint- 
ed to Inquire into war contracts. 
The reports show that the "tele- 
graphic control" section, of which 
M. Tannery was the head, and Cap- 
tains Georges La Doux and Pierre 
Lenner the active members, was re- 
sponsible for "scandalous abuses." 


M. Tannery, the report of the 


commission declares, admitted that 
an average of 40,000 dispatches dally 
were held up in the Paris office and 
the majority of them were never de- 
liverd. 
Th rest of the dispatches 


were delivered only after great de- 
lay. 
The dispatches held up were 


thrown in a wast basket and de- 
stroyed when the accumulation be- 
came too great, the officers never in- 
forming the 
senders or the 
ad- 


dresses .of what happened to the 
messages. 


The section, it was testified, made 


no discrimination between messages 
sent by and to kings, princes and 
diplomats, treatig them as they did 
the messages of ordinary individuals. 


The French foreign office, the re- 
port says, experienced great diffi- 
culty in preventing the systematic 
holding up of dispatches. 


The control section, it was testi- 


fied, without informing the depart- 
ment, stopped all dispatches from 
Spain, as well as those from ~AI. 
Bapst, the minister at Copenhagen. 


Stock exchange orders were sup- 
pressed, including orders concerning 
the war loans for national defense. 
Orders sent by the great French mu- 
nitions fir mof Cronsot also were 
stopped. 


When this condition of affairs was 


described, the French foreign minis- 
try made a report in which it said 
that "tehe telegraphic control sec- 
tion is an organization of confusion 
and disorder which engenders extra- 
ordinary abuses and risk compromis- 
ing the government seriously." 


M. Tannery was dismissed from 


his post, but obtained another under 
the ministry of finance in Alsace. 
He was removed from that post re- 
cently. Captains La Doux and^Jjen- 
ner are racing prosecution in con- 
nectio with the purchase of the Jour- 
al by Senator Charles Humbert. 


WASHINGTON'. March 23.—Lum-
